most important advances on the Tunisian front 
during the last 24 hours have been scored by General 

Patton's Second U.S. Army Corps and by the northern 

French column. 

Patton is within artillery range of the important key 
point of Mateur and the French have 
edged up to three miles of the lake which 
lies just west of Lake Bizerte. The cap- 
ture of Mateur by American troops would 
deprive the Axis troops of their remain- 
ing freedom of maneuver in the northern 
corner and would limit them to the use 

of the road which runs around Lake Bizerte. On the other 

hand, the French could by skirting Lake Garaet Achkel 
cut that last road from the west, near Sidi Ahmed. If this 
maneuver were successful the orifice of the Tunisian sack 

would be tied. , 

Meanwhile, General Anderson is advancing ever 
closer to Tebourba, threatening to cut the Axis troops in 
two along the line Medjes-el-Bab- Tunis. 

Further south another French column is within a few 
miles of Pont-du-Fahs. 

Least at this moment are the action of 
Montgomery's Eighth British Army. This is quite under- 
standable for it is not in the interest of the Allied Command 


to push too hard on the bottom of the “sack” at this 
moment.

Communists and ‘Socialists, it is 


Bolivia Extends Siege 2

LA PAZ, April 27.—When a Bolivian reporter asked 
Vice-President Henry A. Wallace what he thought of Bo- 


livia’s declaration of war, recommended by the Supreme} 


Defense Council the day Wallace arrived in La Paz, he 


replied that it came as a complete surprise. It was an equal 
surprise to almost everyone in Bo- 


livia, Allied Labor News reports. 
Part of the exptanation for the 
abrupt action is the fact that the 
state of siege, invoked to smash 
a strike in the Patino tin mines 
in December, expired on March 15. 
Under the state of siege, limited by 
the Bolivian constitution to 90 days, 
mining districts were governed by 
martial law, meetings of more than 
three persons were prohibited and 
virtually every important union 
leader was arrested and confined in 
remote parts of the country. 
When the state of siege expired, 
Minister of the Interior Zilvetti 
Arce warned labor that the Busch 
Decree of April, 1938, remained in 
force and “drastic punitive meas- 
ures” could still be employed against 
“agitators and extremists”—terms

Bruce Minton, Washington correspondent of the New 
Masses, gives an interesting thumbnail sketch of A. A. 
Berle, one of the leading anti-Sovieteers in the State De- 
partment. 

This same Berle less than a month ago made a buttery 


Berle had to whitewash himself therefore, and testify as a char- 
acter witnets that Mr. Berle, was a saintly friend of democracy and 
the best fellow-traveling diplomat the Soviets ever had in the 
USA. 

But diplomats should never be so obvious in their intrigues. 
As Bruce Minton says, “One speech does not make a foreign policy.” 

A. A. Berle, former liberal, is now a frequent contributor to 
that vile, stool-pigeoning gazette, the “New Leader.” Its main pro- 


gram is to destroy the unity between the United States and the 
Soviet Union.
